David Bacon took around 
100 nine and 18-carat gold 
rings while working as a 
supervisor at Cash Convert¬ 
ers in Dudley between 
January 2011 and July this 
year, Dudley Magistrates 
Court were told. 

They heard Bacon, of Car- 
shalton Grove, Wolver¬ 
hampton, had sold the items 
to a jeweller in the town. 

He had then used the 
money to fund nights out at 
the cinema, meals and to buy 
Playstation games. 

The court heard the 
amount of jewellery taken 
amounted to £10,974. 

Magistrates committed 
the 24-year-old to be sen¬ 
tenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on September 
14. Bacon pleaded guilty to a 
charge of theft at a previous 
hearing. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said management at 
the store had launched an 
investigation after it was 
noticed rings had gone 
missing. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defend¬ 
ing, said while his client was 
“labelled as a supervisor” he 
was one of eight employees 
that had a key to the cabinet. 

But magistrates said they 
believed he had been in a 
position of trust.

TRADERS and motorists are facing six months of road 
misery as a major route through Dudley town centre shuts 
for the final stage of utility works. 

The roadworks in Wolverhampton Street got underway this week but shopkeepers fear 
they will have a knock-on effect on their businesses. The road shut for 26 weeks from 
Monday during the final stage of the 18-month project. Work will be carried out by gas, elec¬ 
tric, water and telecommunication companies. It was already shut on and off for four 
months last year and Cynthia Burgin, whose family business has been part of the town for 
more than 140 years, says she could end up closing. 

Mrs Burgin, aged 80, whose family have

run Burgin’s News in Wolverhampton 
Street since 1868, relies on passing trade 
and says many customers will struggle to 
get to her shop. 

She said: “I just can’t understand how it 
is feasible that I can receive a letter saying 
that the road outside my shop will be shut 
for this long. 

“I really think we are going to struggle to 
survive. I wonder whether they realise the 
effect this will have when they plan it from 
their offices.” 

Mrs Burgin said she already felt her busi¬ 
ness was being “isolated” by the roadworks 
just days after they began this week. 

She added: “I’m worried that people 
won’t even realise we are here.” 

Janet Simpson, who runs Janet’s Hair 
and Beauty Products, in Wolverhampton 
Street, said: “Traders have already been 
through a lot around here and now we have 
to get through this too. 

“Business is already quiet and this will 
make things worse. It is really worrying as 
this work will go on for so long.” 

Dudley Council says the work will be com-

pleted in four phases. The first will see it 
close from the junction of Southalls Lane to 
Stafford Street, and then it will close from 
Stafford Street to Grange Road. 

During the third phase it will shut from 
Grange Road to the Eve Hill Island, and 
then finally Stafford Street will close from 
the junction of Wolverhampton Street to 
Southalls Lane.

people active in sport, the sudden 
cardiac death rate has been reduced 
by a staggering 90 per cent. 

The charity believes that every¬ 
one between the ages of 14 and 35 
should have access to cardiac screen¬ 
ing as 80 per cent of young, sudden 
cardiac deaths occur with no prior 
symptoms. 

“The only way to find young 
people who harbour this condition is 
by participating in a proactive 
screening process,” said CRY’s chief 
executive and founder Alison Cox. 

“Sport does not cause sudden 
cardiac death - but it can signifi¬ 
cantly increase a person’s risk if 
they have an underlying condition. 

“We are increasingly getting 
sports bodies making the decisions 
to use our screening but there 
should be a national screening pro¬ 
gramme by experts, particularly 
after the wonderful success of the 
Olympics.” 

But a Department of Health 
spokesman said that, so far, the UK 
National Screening Committee did 
not recommend launching such a 
programme. “This is because they 


found in 2008 that there is a consid¬ 
erable risk either of false positives, 
or of having heart problems that 
tests do not pick up,” he said. 

“This will be kept under review, 
and the committee will consider its 
advice again this year.” 

Luke’s parents have backed the 
coroner’s calls. His father Matthew, 
aged 47, said: “A lot die young - 800 
a year, which is a whole school.” 

The Chapmans have been advised 
that close relatives of Luke should 
be tested to find out whether his 
condition could run in the family. 

Referred 

Members of Leon Mansell’s 
family - his mother, Jean, brothers 
Craig, 24, and Matthew, 19, and 
sister Kerrie, 20, who is four months 
pregnant - have already undergone 
similar tests following last year’s 
inquest on his death and were told 
they were fit and well. 

However, his father, Bernard, who 
lives in California, was referred to a 
cardiologist following the tests. 

Zoe’s parents Peter and Julie 
Teale, have raised £60,000 since she 


died in her sleep in September 2009 
to raise awareness and to launch 
heart screening sessions for young 
people in the West Midlands. 

They have banked the money with 
CRY to organise annual testing ses¬ 
sions by an expert team at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Oldswinford Hospital 
School, where Mr Teale works as the 
catering manager, and at Aston Villa 
Football Club. 

And they are sure their actions 
have already saved lives among the 
200 pupils screened so far at the 
school and the 500 at Aston Villa. 

Mr Teale, aged 50,said: “We had 
one 14-year-old boy screened at 
Aston Villa who would have been 
dead within four years - but a simple 
operation saved him. 

“Around 10 per cent of those 
screened are found to have some 
kind of problem, whether minor or 
major, and they are then referred on 
to a cardiologist for further tests. 
Not all would have been fatal but 
some would.” 

Zoe, who worked at Fitness First 
gym, Wednesbury, was unaware of 
her heart defect. 


A coroner says national 
screening is vital to 
detect potentially fatal 
heart defects. LOUISE 
JEW reports. 

THEY are often very fit and 
sporty - but hundreds of 
young people aged under 
35 die in this country every 
year from a sudden, undi¬ 
agnosed heart problem. 

Luke Chapman, from Hagley, a 
strapping 6ft tall 15-year-old, died 
from a sudden irregular heartbeat 
while playing rugby for his school at 
Kidderminster on March 20. 

Halesowen 14-year-old Leon 
Mansell, a keen footballer who 
wanted to be a PE teacher, met a 
similar fate as he laughed and joked 
with friends in January last year, 
and fitness instructor Zoe Teale, 
from Cheslyn Hay, also died sud¬ 
denly. 

Now Birmingham Deputy 
Coroner Miss Sarah Ormond- 
Walshe has called for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to consider launch¬ 
ing a national heart screening pro¬ 
gramme after carrying out an 
inquest on Luke Chapman, of Mead- 
owcroft, Hagley, who not only played 
for his school, Haybridge High, 
Hagley, but also Old Halesonians 
Rugby Club.

But the Department of Health has 
so far rejected appeals for such 
screening, although it will recon¬ 
sider the issue this year. 

Expert cardiac pathologist Dr 
Mary Sheppard, of the Royal 
Brompton Hospital, London, told 
the Birmingham inquest that 10 to 
12 otherwise healthy people aged 
under 35 died every week from 
sudden adult death arrhythmia - 
irregular heartbeat - in this country, 
often while doing sport. 

She said the figure could be as 
high as 800 deaths a year. 

The charity Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY), which offers screening 
sessions, including some in the West 
Midlands, says that in Italy, where 
testing is mandatory for all young 


Move for 
£3m EU 
cash for 
market 

A BID for £3 million Euro¬ 
pean cash is being drawn up 
to fund the revamp of 
Dudley Market - as council 
bosses work on detailed 
designs with traders. 

The £6 million scheme 
will create new stalls with 
canopies and remove the 
ageing toilet block to create 
an unobstructed view across 
Dudley to the town’s castle. 

Dudley Council hopes half 
of the costs will come from 
the European Regional 
Development Fund - which 
has already stumped up cash 
for the new Castle Hill 
development in the town. 
The rest will come from the 
council itself. 

The plans initially 
received a lukewarm 
response from stallholders 
who said the changes to the 
layout did not provide 
enough storage or shelter. 

A petition of more than 
2,800 names was handed in 
to council chiefs in February 
this year. 

Some alterations were 
made to the plans after 
meetings with traders. 

The council is also looking 
into starting a specialist 
market, possibly on 
Sundays - an idea originally 
raised when the authority 
bid for cash from retail guru 
Mary Portas’s pilot scheme. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, 
said: “We will be meeting the 
traders again in September 
to take the scheme to the 
next level.”

Tlivo locked up for armed robbery 


TWO armed robbers who launched a 
terrifying £12,000 raid on a Dudley 
jewellers have been handed jail sen¬ 
tences totalling 14 years. 

Martin Young and Carlus Walker 
pointed an imitation double bar¬ 
relled shotgun at two female staff 
after bursting into the John Hollins 
store in Wolverhampton Street, in 
the town centre, a crown court judge 
heard. 

Lynne Willetts, 59, and 53-year- 


old Elaine De-Akinbothun feared 
they could be shot because they 
could not have known the firearm 
was fake, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told last week. 

In fact the weapon was two metal 
tubes taped together and covered by 
a plastic bag, the court heard. The 
pair fled with up to £12,000 and jew¬ 
ellery. 

Young, aged 41, had been on 
licence from a seven-year jail sen¬ 


tence imposed for a £2,500 armed 
robbery committed on another jew¬ 
ellers less than 100 yards down the 
same road, in June 2006. 

Walker, 19, had been one of two 
thugs armed with an axe and base¬ 
ball bat who stole £12,000 and jew¬ 
ellery from John Brookes jewellers, 
Halesowen, on March 23, just days 
before the raid on the John Hollins 
store. Mr Brookes, 68, was bound to 
a chair. Young, from Frevil Road, 


Coventry, and Walker, of nearby Mil¬ 
verton Road, both admitted robbery 
and possession of an imitation 
firearm while Walker also admitted 
the John Brookes robbery. 

The two defendants were arrested 
on April 13, after being identified on 
CCTV from the Hollins raid. 

Young was jailed for eight years 
while Walker was ordered to be 
detained in a Young Offenders Insti¬ 
tution for six years. 


Traders seek payouts

Neighbourhood officers are encouraging owners to mark 
their converters with a unique code, which is recorded with 
the vehicle and owner details on the Retainagroup register. 

Sergeant Andy Springthorpe said: “This kind of theft is 
proving to be an issue across Dudley and it is important that 
all motorists and businesses who own high-clearance vehi¬ 
cles, like 4x4s or vans, are aware of how best to protect 
them.

A £2.3 million expansion of a laser cutting 
firm in Dudley that will increase staff by at 
least a quarter is nearing completion.

Zoo wins praise for its conservation work

DUDLEY Zoo has been recognised for 
helping a species stave off extinction in a 
new study. 

A list of 10 species whose future is most 
reliant on conservation programmes has 
been drawn up by the British and Irish Asso¬ 
ciation of Zoos and Aquariums. 

Dudley Zoo’s conservation work with the 
white-clawed crayfish comes in at the 
number two slot on the list, compiled using 
data from conservation experts across the 
country. Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
said: “Sadly 95 per cent of the population of 
Britain’s only native freshwater crayfish 


has now been lost and Dudley Zoo is among 
a team of zoos leading the rescue of this 
rapidly-disappearing species. 

“The top ten list highlights just how vital 
good zoos are in securing a future for these 
often little known but important creatures. 

“This is just one of a series of conservation 
programmes for highly endangered native 
species we run at DZG, and while they may 
not appear to be our most glamorous proj¬ 
ects they are certainly vital to the whole eco¬ 
system.” 

The 10 list also includes Polynesian tree 
snails, the Potosi pupfish from Mexico and 


the Scimitar-horned oryx from Africa, 
which are all extinct in the wild. 

Meanwhile, dozens of zoo’s highly-endan¬ 
gered Humboldts have been basking in the 
newly-launched Penguin Bay enclosure, 
which opened in May and has proved 
popular with visitors. 

Mr Suddock said: “Penguin Bay has been 
designed in response to visitors’ requests to 
get nearer to our colony of rare Humboldt 
penguins and the new layout means they are 
able to do just that, plus have a fantastic 
overhead viewing platform to watch them 
swimming.” 


School prom limousine firm 
had no operation insurance 


A DUDLEY limousine firm which takes young¬ 
sters to school proms across the region has 
received a £1,000 court bill after being caught 
in a sting operation without a private hire 
licence or valid insurance. 

Council officers swooped after a father who wanted to 
book a vehicle for his daughter’s school prom asked if Splash 
Limousines was licensed. When licensing officials then 
made a booking they found the firm did not have a licence 
to operate private hire vehicles, Dudley Magistrates Court 


heard last week. 

The insurance policies, 
which stated they covered 
private hire cars, therefore 
became invalid, Mr Tim 
Holder, prosecuting, said. 

The firm is run by Lee 
Jeavons and Rachel Marson, 
who said they could end up 
going out of business as a 
result of the court hearing. 

Marson and Jeavons, who 
drove the limousine, told 
magistrates they believed 
they were covered by the 
insurance and said council 
officials told them the auth¬ 
ority did not license limou¬ 
sines, so they thought they 
could continue operating. 

Mr Shabir Qureshi, 
defending, said: “Five years 
ago there was a lot of talk 
among other limo compa¬ 
nies that a private hire 
licence may be required, but 
Miss Marson was given the 
clear impression that there 
was no need for this in 
Dudley.” 

But enforcement officer 
Trevor Parkes said the

council had started licensing 
limousines three years ago 
due to a change in the law. 

“He said they should have 
been aware of this and 
needed to apply for a new 
licence. 

But the couple claimed all 
they had been sent was 
information relating to taxis 
and Hackney carriages. 

Jeavons, 32, of Pensnett 
Road, Dudley, admitted 
using a vehicle without third 
party insurance and driving 
and operating a private hire 
vehicle without a licence. 

Marson, 28, of Greenfield 
Road, Kingswinford, admit¬ 
ted permitting the use of a 
vehicle with no insurance, 
and operating a private hire 
vehicle without a licence. 

They were each fined 
£300, ordered to pay £200 
costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Six points were put on 
their driving licences.

Ward councillor, Alan Taylor, said: “There have 


been a number of examples of gangs causing a 
nuisance and people were having to put up with 
quite a lot of abuse. They were leaving rubbish 
around, and in some cases, damaging gates and 
fences. Dispersals are a good idea and they give 
police that extra power.” 

Sergeant Elizabeth Benson, from the Hale¬ 
sowen neighbourhood team, said: “Residents and 
businesses in the area have told us they are 
affected by anti-social behaviour and can be 
intimidated by large groups who gather in some 
areas. We will be patrolling the area frequently 
and enforcing this dispersal order,” added Sgt 
Benson. 


Warning over 
drug cocktails

bridge to make revellers aware of the dangers 
of cocaine and alcohol. 

Dudley’s Community Safety Partnership 
has issued a warning about cocaethylene, 
which is a chemical formed when cocaine and 
alcohol are mixed together. 

Campaigners will visit bars and clubs over 
the August bank holiday weekend, handing 
out leaflets, bottles of water and wristbands 
to anyone out enjoying themselves. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member for 
community safety, said: “Alcohol and cocaine 
are a lethal mix and it is important for young 
people to be made aware of this. 

“As well as being linked to irrational and 
violent behaviour, combining alcohol and 
cocaine can lead to cardiac-related illness,” 
added councillor Foster.

Council worker jailed 
for £i9k payroll fraud 


A NEWLY-APPOINTED council 
worker who diverted a chief 
executive’s salary into his girl¬ 
friend’s account within a day of 
starting his job has been jailed for 
14 months. 

Law graduate Stuart Southwick, of Black¬ 
berry Lane, Halesowen, also sent a retiring 
colleague’s final salary payment into the 
same account, a court heard. 

He blew the £19,000 on a second-hand 
Porsche, trips to London, clothes, drink, and 
a new computer and television. 

Warwick Crown Court heard how he 
began working for Solihull Council having 
got the job through an agency. 

Mr Andrew Tucker, prosecuting, said the 
26-year-old was working in the payroll 
department where he could gain personal 
details, including their banking details. 

Those included community housing chief 
executive Steve Boyd and a female council 
employee who was due to retire and to 
receive a large final payment. 

He changed their account details and, as 
a result, Mr Boyd’s £6,035 salary and the 
woman’s final salary payment of £13,688 
were not paid into their bank account on 
May 15, but into Southwick’s girlfriend 
Samantha Mason’s account. 

His fraud came to light because discrep¬ 
ancies with the woman’s bank details were 
spotted. Inquiries showed the payment had 
been made into Miss Mason’s account and 
most had been withdrawn by her the same 
day, Mr Tucker said. Recorder Richard Bond 
said Southwick, had duped her. 

Mr Trevor Meegan, defending, said 
Southwick, who admitted fraud, did not 
have his own bank account because he had 
run up a large overdraft.

A £2.1 million arts centre which 
has been built on the site of a 
former glass factory in Stour¬ 
bridge was being unveiled. 

The old glasshouse, which was part of 
Royal Doulton, Amblecote has been trans¬ 
formed into a venue for training, arts exhi¬ 
bitions and performances. 

An auditorium for 400 people has been 
built and its Lehr theatre has been 
revamped. The official opening coincides 
with the start of the International Festival 
of Glass the following day. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre shares the 
same site as the Ruskin Glass Centre and 
has been funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Arts Council. It’s hoped the 
centre will also provide training and 
apprenticeship opportunities for future 
glassmakers. 

Aonghus Gordon, director of Ruskin Mill 
Trust, which is behind the development, 
was due to give a talk on the project and 
guests were to be given a tour of the site. 

The glasshouse’s insulation has also been 
improved to ensure the building can be used 
all year round. It is the second phase of the 
Glasshouse Redevelopment Project. The 
first saw some of the old factory buildings to 
create the Ruskin Glass Centre. 

The work cost £1.5m and was competed 
around three years ago with funding from 
Advantage West Midlands. 

It is home to 14 small businesses and has 
been visited by thousands of people since it 
opened. Plans are being drawn up fo the 
third and final phase of the project.

BEING the MP for my 
home town is the 
greatest honour and 
privilege the people 
of Dudley could give 
me.

She has achieved a last¬ 
ing memorial to men who 
braved perilous seas, moun¬ 
tainous waves, freezing 
temperatures and German 
u-boats to keep vital supply 
lines open in what 
Churchill called the worst 
journey in the world. 

I was proud to know Mick 
Coyle, proud to count as a 
friend someone who had 
done so much for his coun¬ 
try, for local charities, for 
his comrades through 
SSAFA and the Royal 
British Legion and for the 
Borough and people of Dud¬ 
ley. 

I am sure that Mick 
would be just as proud of 
Phyllis, Jennifer, Gordon 
and the rest of their won¬ 
derful family as all of us in 
Dudley are of him. 

I think every school in 
Dudley should take their 


pupils to Alrewas to reflect 
on what others have given 
for the rest of us. These

War camp survivor wins 
medal seven decades on 


A GREAT Wyrley woman has 
received the Siberian Cross 
from the Polish Government 
for her time in a repatriation 
camp. 

Janina Chmielewska was one of 
many Polish people dragged from their 
homes and moved to Siberia in April 
1940. She was removed from the 
country at the age of 15 along with her 
11-year-old sister Helena and 13-year- 
old brother Wladek. The youngster was 
then put to backbreaking farming work 
and laying railway track. 

“The time there was terrible,” 
recalled Janina, now 88, of Jacobs Hall 
Lane. “They kept us sometimes without 
food for two or three days. A lot of old 
people died on their way there. We had 
to work in places they put us in.” 

Her son Edward, from Walsall, is 59 
and a history teacher at Wolverhamp-

ton’s Heath Park Business & Enter¬ 
prise College. He said: “My mother was 
at home and suddenly the Russian 
troops knocked on the door.” 

“She was given a couple of hours 
notice and just told by them to ‘pack 
your things’. My mother would proba¬ 
bly have been one of the oldest.” 

Upon leaving, he said, his mother 
took many layers of clothing with her in 
order to barter with when in Siberia. 

“It had just been her birthday, and 
these were new clothes” he said. 

“Her particular village, Zablocie, was 
on the eastern side of Poland. They were 
all rounded up, not knowing what was 
happening and yet probably expecting 
the worst. She was responsible for her 
younger brother and sister.” 

The journey was one of the hardest 
chapters for Mrs Chmielewska and her 


siblings. They were driven for mile after 
mile in cattle trucks in poor conditions 
and crowded spaces. 

“The journey itself was horrendous. 
It was hot and unpleasant. They only 
had one small area for a toilet. 

“People died in there. When they did 
stop, they were just hoping people 
would give them water.” 

When she arrived at the camp, she 
was left to fend for herself. 

In June 1941 the farm workers were 
moved again, hundreds of miles away to 
lay 36 kilometres of railway line. They 
were made to work until, as prisoners of 
war, they were later released two 
months later. 

Mr Chmielewska added: “My mother 
met my father, Marian, in Britain. Dad 
was a pilot and mum a wireless opera¬ 
tor. I am very proud of my mother 
receiving it. It’s important to recognise 
people’s suffering.”

A DISPLAY at Dudley Museum and Art Gallery puts a spot¬ 
light on West Midlanders who have competed in the 
Olympics over the last century. 

Running alongside the panel of photographs showing 
about 40 of the region’s “modern” Olympians, is an exhibi¬ 
tion of original urns dating from the time of the ancient 
Greek games. Wolverhampton’s Denise Lewis and Tessa 
Sanderson are among those featured in the Olympics exhi¬ 
bition, which was put together by Museum on the Move to 
tour the area. 

But it also shows in action earlier Olympians, including 
marathon runner Jack Holden, who was born in 1907 and 
ran for Tipton Harriers, and Staffordshire-born athlete Joe 
Deakin, who competed at the 1908 games in London. 

The museum’s exhibitions officer Adrian Durkin said: 
“Our display highlights some of the Olympic athletes who 
have come from the Black Country.”

Mark Bilsby admitted stealing three drain cov¬ 
ers in Lowndes Road, Stourbridge. 

The 48 year old, of Trinity Road, Amblecote, 
was jailed for four weeks. Presiding magistrate 
Mrs Dawn Gill told him: “There is a prevalence 
of theft of metal in this community and this 
raises concerns for public safety.” 

She added that previous non-custodial sen¬ 
tences against Bilsby - who had 50 previous con¬ 


victions involving over 100 offences - had failed 
to deter him from committing crime. 

She said the magistrates had taken his record 
into account before deciding to jail him. A co¬ 
defendant, 72-year-old Ivan Allen, of Avenue 
Road, Blackheath, was at an earlier hearing given 
a 12-month conditional discharge and ordered to 
pay £85 costs. 

Allen had also admitted stealing the drain cov¬ 
ers. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said police were 
called after two men were seen taking the covers 
from drains. Police found Bilsby and Allen on 
wasteland off Lowndes Road, with one of the 


drain covers on the trailer of Allen’s van. Bilsby 
told police they had gone to the wasteland bec¬ 
ause he knew there were some old televisions 
there and he had intended to take them to a scrap 
dealer. 

They claimed they found the drain covers, 
which had already been moved off the drains by 
somebody else. 

Mr Cooper added that the police officers 
retrieved the covers and made the drains safe. 

Mr Michael Davies, defending, said Bilsby had 
a “fearsome” record but had stayed out of trouble 
for two and a half years, which he described as a 
“feat in itself.”

Snake man Mark 
is back after bite 



Bitten by a deadly snake, reptile expert, Mark O’Shea 


REPTILE expert Mark O’Shea has spoken of being almost 
poisoned by one of the world’s deadliest snakes in a bizarre 
incident - as he returned to work at West Midland Safari 
Park less than 24 hours after being bitten. 

The snake handler at the Bewdley attraction had been 
feeding a rat to King Cobra Sleeping Beauty when she sank 
her fangs into his shoe two days ago. 

The bite did not break his skin so he did not realise that 
the venom had entered his body until he was on stage talk¬ 
ing to visitors to the park shortly afterwards when he began 
to feel his throat seizing up and dizziness. 

The 56-year-old said: “I was feeding the King Cobra a rat 
using forceps, which is the normal procedure, but she 
missed it. She was then moving around for it and went for 
the nearest thing which was my foot. 

“I took off my shoe and rolled up my sock, which was 
soaking from the venom, but I could not see a bite mark.” 

“I then took out a python and went to do the animal 
encounter presentation on stage. I was talking about ana¬ 
condas when I started to feel dizzy and was finding it hard 
to concentrate.” 

Mr O’Shea, originally from Wolverhampton but now liv¬ 
ing in Telford, apologised to the audience and left the stage 
for colleagues to carry out the snake bite procedure. 

He was taken to hospital on Sunday afternoon, but 
required no treatment as the effects of the venom wore off. 

“I had been wearing my boots without socks the weekend 
before and I had rubbed my toes raw. This was how the 
venom got in,” the presenter said. 

Paramedics were called to the scene at 4pm on Sunday. 


Order on neighbour 
who shouted abuse 

A MAN shouted abuse at a neighbour, causing his victim to 
become “paranoid” in his own home, a court heard. 

Edward Fitzherbert-Stewart, aged 39, also set fire to a 
rubbish bin in a separate incident. 

Fitzherbert-Stewart, of Clent Court, Vicarage Prospect, 
Dudley, admitted damaging a pane of glass in a communal 
door at the Dudley Council-owned flats where he lives, 
using threatening behaviour and arson. 

Dudley magistrates gave him a 12-month supervision 
order, told him to pay £50 to the victim of his threatening 
behaviour and ordered him to pay £200 compensation to 
Dudley Council and £100 costs. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said the neighbour was 
awoken at 2.15am when he heard someone kicking his door 
on July 21. He opened the door and Fitzherbert-Stewart 
shouted a homophobic insult at him. 

The other offence was committed on July 24.

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 

I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. _ 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame. _

Being a fan of Indian Cuisine myself, I 
liked the look of the modern restaurant 
in Kingswinford on many car journeys 
throughout the area... 

...The unmistakable smell of freshly cooked 
cuisine soon hits the nostrils - as does the 
soothing sounds of Bollywood hits to give 
the place some authenticity.

Digging deeper for a more 
efficient home energy source 


A GROUND source heat pump 
extracts warmth from the earth 
and uses it to heat your home’s 
underfloor heating, radiators or 
warm-air heaters and hot water. 

The (above-ground) pump is connected to 
a series of pipes (known as the ground loop) 
buried in the garden. 

The loop is usually coiled or laid flat in 
trenches a couple of metres deep, but it can 
work vertically in a much deeper trench if 
you only have a small garden (you’ll need 
one you can get a mechanical digger into and 
out of).

Let’s get something out of the way first 
. . . why do car companies settle on 
ridiculous or even comedic names to 
call new models? 

Silly question really, we all know it’s down to 
marketing and focus teams trying to validate their 
vast fees on such tasks. 

Volkswagen has not really fallen into that pit too 
deep but the name of their latest city car has been 
the object of some derision. 

up! (yes the lower case initial letter and exclama¬ 
tion mark are part of the name) is a totally new car 
from the marque, a sub-Polo sized vehicle in the 
wake of the Fox and the Lupo. Animal names are 
not so bad even though we have one English and 
one Italian in the former and latter. But Up! is 
dreadful, it looks ridiculous in the middle of a sen¬ 
tence and even incorrect. Exclamation marks are 
meant for emphasis at the end of sentences. So I 
shall just refer to it as the Up hereon. 

With the pressure on motoring costs, demand 
for sub-compact cars has grown enormously and 
sales are impressive. So the Up is a good move for 
Volkswagen in the marketplace which includes the 
lovely Fiat 500. 

I love the modern 500 because it reminds me of 
the days of the original model, a time of carefree 
days as a student when I drove to university in and 
old but endearing bubble.
